Mr. Joshua Fletcher, who re- 
signed from the presidency of the 
Grande Prairie district associa- 
tion of the U. F. A. because he 
would not stand in association 
with a movement for class politi- 
eal control, has set forth his 


views on that subject in a letter|jng and penalising each other. If|ea to convince such | 


which was published in The Bul- 
letin on Tuesday. 

Whatever it may mean to mem- 
bers of the U. F. A., and to the 
leaders who are turning that or- 
ganisation to political ends, this 
statement will confirm outsiders 
in the estimate they have pretty 


generally made as to the objective | 


and the results of the movement. 
Mr. Fletcher has been too long, too 
intimately, and too prominently 
identified with the U, F. A. for 
his motives to be called into ques- 
tion by anybody, or for a claim to 
be made that he is not sufficiently 
informed to pronounce judgement. 
If he does not know whereof he 
speaks as to the inner workings 
of the U. F. political machinery 
nobody knows, and if his inten- 
tions are to be impugned those of 
other leaders in the organisation 
are certainly not above suspicion. 
Mr. Fletcher’s record is the evi- 
dence that he cherishes no wish to- 
ward the U. F. A. but its good, 
and that he refuses to be a party 
to its deflection to political ends 
because he foresees that the re- 
sult avill be disastrous to the pub- 
lic or to the organisation or to 
both. 

Mr. Fletcher sums up his con- 
victions in this way: ‘‘I am 
“strongly of the opinion that 
“group organisation and group 
‘representation aim at group gov- 
‘‘erynment, and group government 


‘‘means group legislation, and 
‘group legislation means class 
‘‘legislation.”’ That summary | 


must reflect the conclusion of 
everyone who looks upon the po- 
litical plunge of the U. F. A. with- 
out prejudice and who 
anything either of human nature 
or of human history. It is not to 
be supposed that class legislation 
is in the minds of all, or of even 
the great majority, of those who 
are following the U. FF. leaders 
into polities. For the moment 
they are thinking only of electing 
members of parliament from their 
own ranks. But intentions change 
with circumstances, Given pow- 
er, would the altruistic idea hold? 
Not if the farmer is constructed 
like other men, And not if the 
record of class dominance in past 
times means anything. The moral 
to be drawn alike from the consti- 
tution of the human mind and 
from history is that if a class is 
given power it will sooner or later

(e) A foreign-born woman miarried to a British subject 
is a British subject, and if she has been personally natural 
ized, or if she was born on the North American continent, 
or if she was entitled to vote prior to the passing of the Do 
minion Eleetions Act, 1920, if she waa naturalized 
through the naturalization of her father while she waa # 
minor, she may vote without having a Voting Certificate
